Preparing the 
Child for School 
1 


.S YOUR young son or daughter 
ready for first grade? Ye.s, if 
p rep ared 
p sychologically 
t o 
know what to exp ect, has re­ 
ceiv ed v accinations, and* is In good 
condition, p hy.sically. This is im­ 
p ortant. p articularly for the be­ 
ginner but should not be neglected 
ev en with old hands at readin’ 
’ritin', and rithmciic. 
The p reschool child liv es a rather 
sheltered existence in his small 
home circle. He has intimate con­ 
tact with only a few—mother, fath­ 
er. brothers, sisters, and one or two 
neighborhood 
p laymates. Once a 
week he goes to Sunday .school ana 
now and then to the mov ies., His 
op p ortunities for catching cold or 
other contagious disease are limit­ 
ed. 
• — • 
• 
The situation is different on en­ 
tering the classroom. Prom the first 
to the last day of school, he is ex­ 
p osed to hundreds of youngsters, 
any one of whom might be ill or 
coming down with an illness. As a 
result, the school child stands a 
good 
chance of 
dev elop ing 
sore 
throat, 
scarlet 
fev er, 
whoop ing 
cough, dip htheria, and v arious other 
maladies. This exp lains why it is 
essential for all children, before 
enrollment in school, to be p rotect­ 
ed against the more serious diseases 
for which v accines are av ailable. 
These include smallp ox, dip htheria, 
w’hoop ing (XJugh, and tetanus. 
Most tots had their original in­ 
jections as babies but since the ef­ 
fect is beginning to wane, a second 
v accination will be required against 
smallp ox and booster shots for the 
other three. These extra injections 
are needed because not ev ery child 
has been immunized and at least 
one ¿n the classroom is likely to 
come down with an ailment of this 
typ e. In some states, only 30 p er 
cent hav e been immunized again.st 
dip htheria and In such regions, 
dip htheria 
p rev alent. This is not 
a coincidence but rep resents neg­ 
lect. 
# 
• - • - • 
Since good hearing and eyesight 
are e&sential m education, all chil­ 
dren should hav e eye and ear tests 
before entering school. More than 
one tot has been p enalized because 
this was not done. T ie child is 
willing to learn but mis.ses half the 
le.sson because he cannot hear the 
teacher or see the blackboard. This 
IS p itiful because something can be 
done, but first the need mu.st be 
recognized. Examination will deter­ 
mine also whether other defects 
exist. An undetected heart condition 
may be aggrav ated by ov erexertion 
in the school yard. Had the abnor­ 
mality been discov ered beforehand, 
p arents and teachers could hav e co­ 
op erated by keep ing the little one 
as quiet as p ossible. 
Many mothers are not looking 
forward to the first day of school 
because they anticip ate a flood of 
tears or a temp er tantrum. Un­ 
toward reactions frequently can be 
av oided by p rep aring the small fiy 
ior this new exp erience by bringing 
the matter up from time to time 
and de.-cribing what a classroom 
looks like and what g o es on there. 
Occasionally it is adv antageous to 
hav e the youngster meet the teach­ 
er one or more times so that they 
will be old friends on the first day 
of school. While not always p os­ 
sible, this p lan is worth considering, 
p articularly with the p roblem child. 
It also help s the teacher in hand­ 
ling the little fellow after mother 
leav es.

Princip als in the p rotracted con­ 
trov ersy are the Civ il Aeronautics 
Authority and the Welsbach Cor­ 
p oration, Philadelp hia. 
Last Ap ril, Welsbach took ov er 
the sale of the p atented runway- 
lighting equip ment from the Line 
Material C o m p a n y , Stroudsburg, 
Pa. The p atents, owned by Inv entor 
Jack Barton, Blue Beil. Pa., are so 
basic that CAA attorneys doubt 
whether any effectiv e runway light­ 
ing can be installed without in­ 
fringement. 
Immediately 
after 
coming 
into the p icture, Welsbach an ­ 
nounc'd a new p rice schedule. 
It calls for a royalty of 80 cents 
p er runway foot, p lu.s cost of 
the equip ment. For the av er­ 
age airp ort this means a S4,800 
charge for royalty and $ 26,000 
for equip ment. 


The CAA balked at the p rice.

It remained for Norman 
Thomas, Socialist, to enunciate be­ 
fore a Senate committee a different 
doctrine of morality in international 
affairs today. He urged that, while 
our defenses be built up . America 
make p rov ision for a p os.slble dim­ 
inution of armament sp ending co­ 
incident with an effort to secure 
p ^ace. 
Almo.ct at the same time that Mr. 
Thom a.*; was te.stifying, the House 
of Rep resentativ es was unanimoiL*!v 
p.T.s in ’ in amendment to the p re­ 
amble of the arms aid bill reading 
as follow.s; 
“The Congre.ss reaffirms ttie p ol­ 
icy of the United State.s to seek 
agreements to p rov ide the United 
Nations with armed forces as con­
